lieve that a great new Power might be 
fashioned out of Arabia. I was hypnotised by 
the story of the meteoric rise of Arabia under 
Mahomet and his successors. The more I studied 
the question, the more I came into contact with 
the obseure realities of Arabian politics, the 
more my conviction. grew that the spiritual 
and political fire of Arabia was spent for cver.

The notion is 
entirety unfounded, but it prévails, and is caus- 
ing untokd mischief. Personally I hold, as an 
coker, that the Sultan of Turkey has no 
claim to be the spiritual Khalif of Is am, and it 
was Sir Syed Ahmed’s arguments which con- 
vinced me. But what you or I or anybody else 
thinks does not matter very much just now. The 
Pan-Islamic propaganda of Abdul Hamid and 
his agente was very thoroughly done, and most 
Mahommedans nowadays believe, or profess to 
believe, that spiritual sovereignty over the whole 
of Islam resides in the Turkish thrope.

Pension Schemes. 


At a meeting in Belfast yesterday Sir 
James Craig outlined the plan upon which 
the Ministry of Pensions will be re- 
organised. Very wisely the Government 
has decided not to disturb the local com- 
mittees and sub-committees which have 
rendered such excellent service during the 
I past four years. The changes will 
be confined to the administrative depart- 
ments of the Ministry. Stated briefly, the 


work which at present is done by the staff 
at headquarters among thirteen offices 
in different parts of the United Kingdom. 
There will be two of these divisional offices 
in Ireland—one for the South and West 
and one for Ulster—and they will be under 
‘the control of regional directors. | These 
directors will have wide powers, and they 
will be assisted by Advisory Councils com- 
posed of representatives of al} the local 
committees in the areas under their juris- 
diction. By this means the local com- 
mittees will be kept in close touch with 
headquarters, and prompt action in all 
cases about which a doubt or difficulty 
may exist will be enstired. The scheme 
provides also that there shall be an awards 
branch and a medical service branch in every 
one of the thirteen areas. The advantages 
which these will confer are obvious.

Freedom of the Air. 
The May Day of 1919 will be a red- 


letter day in the history of the marvellous 
science of aviation. On that morning the 
Royal Air Force will surrender its sole 
possession of our British skies, 
civilian flying will. be permitted under 
Government regulations. Great as the pro- 
gress of aviation has been during the last 
four years, the permission must be sur- 
rounded with strict precautions. It will 
be the States duty, as the Air Ministry 
announces, to ensure. “the safety of the 
travelling public and also of the public 
which does not travel” An aeroplane 
ignorantly or too joyfully propelled by an 
unqualified person would carry vast poten- 
| tialities of mischief. Civilian § aircraft
